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Operating Charter 
for the 

Technology Subcommittee 


1. Mission: 

The Technology Subcommittee (TECHSUB) will monitor and report to the 
Intelligence Information Handling Committee (IHC) the status of various 
technologies with application to information handling processes to enable the 
Intelligence Community to encourage and take advantage of technological 
advances. It will recommend to the IHC those technologies which the Director 
of Central Intelligence should stimulate. 

2. Definition: 

Information handling is the management of data or information which may 
occur in connection with the intelligence cycle. This may involve the 
transformation, categorization, indexing, storage, retrieval, or display of 
materials. In addition, it may involve the use of printing, photographic, 
computer or communications equipment or systems. 

3. Functions: 

Under the general guidance of the Chairman of the Intelligence 
Information Handling Committee, the Subcommittee will: 

a. Survey and monitor the commercial and external research and 
development effort on technologies which have application to 
information handling. 

b. Identify technologies which, if developed, would offer the highest 
potential payoff to the Intelligence Community. 

c. Recommend to the IHC those technologies which the IC may wish to 
pursue and support. 

d. Recommend to the IHC technology symposiums or training programs 
that the IHC may wish to sponsor or be made aware of. 

4. Intelligence Community Responsibilities: 

Upon request of the Subcommittee Chairman, the Intelligence Community 
components shall, within established security safeguards, provide information 
appropriate to the Subcommittee's mission and functions. 
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5. Composition and Organization: 

Membership of the TECHSUB will consist of representatives from the 
following organizations:

Treasury FBI 

The Subcommittee Chairman will be appointed by the Chairman, IHC, with 
the advice of the full IHC. 

With the approval of the Chairman, IHC, the Subcommittee Chairman may 
invite representatives of other US Government agencies and private industry to 
participate, as appropriate.

Technical Information Handling Subcommittee 


1. Background: 

Data obtained by technical collection systems are processed and provided 
to various agencies within the Intelligence Community for analysis. Those 
agencies must be prepared to accept the processed data in its existing format 
and manipulate or reformat the data to meet their analyst's requirements. 
Because resources must be programmed well in advance, it is imperative that 
the receiving agencies be alerted to proposed changes in the type, volume or 
format of processed data. 

2. Mission: 

The Technical Information Handling Subcommittee (TIHS) will monitor and 
report to the Intelligence Information Handling Committee (IHC) proposed 
changes in technical collection programs or proposed new programs that will 
affect the information handling requirements of member agencies. 

3. Definition: 

Information handling is the management of data or information which may 
occur in connection with the intelligence cycle. This may involve the 
transformation, categorization, indexing, storage, retrieval, or display of 
materials. In addition, it may involve the use of printing, photographic, 
computer or communications equipment or systems. 

4. Functions 

Under the general guidance of the Chairman of the IHC the Subcommittee 

will: 

a. Report proposed changes or additions to technical collection and 
processing programs that will affect the information handling 
requirements of member agencies. 

b. Report new or changed restrictions on handling data from technical 
collection programs. 

c. Provide a forum for Community discussion of technical information 
handling problems. 

d. Coordinate closely with the COMIREX and SIGINT Committees. 

5. Intelligence Community Responsibilities: 

Upon request of the Subcommittee Chairman, the Intelligence Community 
components shall, within established security safeguards, provide information 
pertinent to the Subcommittee's mission and functions.
